Atlanta milk distributors have re- 
fused to carry out their agreement to 
pay producers a graduated increase of 
two cents a gallon during November 
and December, it was charged Sunday 
by a representative of the Georgia 
Milk Producers’ Confederation, which 
in September waged a “milk holiday” 
war against the distributors of this 


city. 

The charge was made as the result 
of inquiries made by The Constitution 
in an effort to ascertain the cause for 
frequent changes in the price of milk 
charged to domestic consumers. 

H. H. Hardin, of Forsyth, vice pres- 
ident of the confederation, said over 
long distance telephone Sunday night 
that although the terms of settlement 
of the September milk strike called for 
a two-cent increase to producers each 
month during October, November and 
Tecember of this year, the Atlanta 
distributors thus far have only ful- 
filled their agreement for the month of 
October. when the price to producers 
was inereased from 12 to 14 cents a 
allon. 
. On November 1, Hardin said, the 
producers, under the agreement reach- 
ed at an Atlanta conference on Sep- 
tember 28. were to have received 16 
cents a gallon for their milk. Hardin 
contended that the big Atlanta pasteu- 
rizers, however, had notified the pro- 
ducers that they were not making 
enough profit to justify payment of 
the additional two cents and that 
thus far they have refused to live up 
» the agreement, 
An official for one of the leading 
Atlanta distributing plants, who re- 
fused permission to use his name or 
that of his company, explained the 
frequent changes in the price of milk 
to domestic consumers by chain stores 
and other retailers as the result of 
“too many classes of dairy and dis- 
tributor selling milk to the stores. 
This man said that Atlanta stores 
now pay distributors from 10. to 12

LONDON, Nov. 12.—()—A con- 
cise Anglo-American war debts bal- 
ance sheet as given out by official, 
quarters tonight is as follows: Pay- 
ment due the United States Decem- 
ber 12, $95,500,000. 

(Twenty million pounds at par— 
28,000,000 pounds at the present 
rate.) Of this amount, $30,000,000 
represents payment on capital and 
$65,000,000 represents interest. 

Total British debt funded. $4.- 
600,000,000, of which $202,000.000 
has been paid on the principal of 
the debt and $1,149,700,000 have 
been paid as interest. 

The total amount paid by Great 
Britain to the United States thus 
amounts to $1,351,700,000. 

These are official British figures.

“I am loath,” he said, “to proceed 
with recommendations to the congress 
until I have an opportunity to confer 
with you personally at some conven- 
ient date in the near future.” 

Mr. Hoover's telegram was dis- 
_ patched to. the New York governor at 
Albany yesterday, and, though the 
conference was suggested for next 
week, the president hopes to- see Mr. 
Roosevelt. within the next five or six 
days.

British Note from Lindsay. 

The British communication was a 
note from Sir Ronald Lindsay, the 
British ambassador, to Secretary 
Stimson, the French document was a 
memorandum presented to Mr. Stim- 
son by Ambassador Claudel and bear- 
ing no signature. : 

The Lindsay note recounted the cir- 
cumstances under which the one-year 
moratorium was granted June 30, 
1931, in the effort to “relieve pres- 
sure ofthe difficulties resulting from 
the fall in prices and lack of confi- 
dence in economic and political sta- 
bility,” and said that as this purpose 
has not been accomplished “thought- 
ful men througheut the world are 
convinced that if the depression is to 
be overcome further remedial meas- 
ures must be sought.” 

Sir Ronald’s note referred to the 
communique issued at the time of 
Premier Laval’s visit to the United 
States in October of 1931 which stated 
that some further agreement on inter- 
governmental obligations _ might be 
necessary covering the period of the 
business depression. Reviewing the 
reparations agreement made at Lau- 
sanne, the British note said European 
nations need further co-operation from 
the United States in the effort to re- 
store world prosperity. 

British Urge Quick Action. 

The note described his majesty’s 
government as believing that “the 
regime of intergovernmental finan- 
cial obligations as now existing must 
be reviewed” and as “profoundly im- 
pressed with the importance of act- 
ing quickly.”” The hope was expressed 
that “the United States government 
will see its way to enter into an 
exchange of views at the earliest pos- 
sible moment.” 

Washington was suggested by the 
British as the scene of the proposed 
negotiations. With reference to pay- 
ments due December 15 it definitely 
requested they be suspended “for the 
period of the discussions now suggest- 
ed or for any other period that may 
be agreed upon.” 

The French memorandum also based 
its request on the communique issued 
by President Hoover and Premier La- 
val, of France, on the occasion of 
the latter’s visit to Washington in 
October of last year, and indicated 
that some action on intergovernmen- 
tal debts is necessary to make the 
world economic and monetary confer- 
ence a success. 

After reviewing the frienly spirit 
in which France participated in the 
Lausanne agreement to slash repara- 
tions, the French memorandum said:

War Debt Controversy 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 13.—(?)— 
Here is what the joint statement of 
President Hoover and Premier La- 
val, issued after their conference 
here on October 25, 1931, had to say 
about intergovernmental debts. It 
is referred to in both the British 
and French war debt notes made 
public today. 

“In so far as intergovernmental 
obligations are concerned, we recog- 
nize that prior to the expiration. of 
‘the Hoover year of postponement, 
some agreement regarding them may 
be necessary covering the period of: 
business depression, as to the terms 
and conditions of which the two 
governments make all reservations. 
The initiative in this matter should 
be taken at an early date by the Eu- 
ropean powers principally concern- 
ed with the framework of the 
agreements existing prior to July 
1, 1931.”

must be settled by Europe alone, was 
the forerunner of the present move- 
memt of European powers to get a 
readjustment of the war debts they 
owe to the United States. 


On the ninth of last July repre- 
sentatives of the great European pow- 
ers initialled an agreement to scale 
their reparations claims down.

Europe has always held that war 
debts and reparations are inseparable 
and that reductions in one must be 
followed by cuts in the other. 

U. 8S. Accepted No Reparations. 

This government has never con- 
curred in that view, as the United 
States accepted no reparations from 
the powers defeated in the great war 
and took over none of the conquered 
territory. 

In an effort to induce the United 
States to participate in the Lausanne 
conference. a separate division of the 
conference was arranged ‘which was 
to discuss world economic and finan- 
cial problems quite apart from rep- 
arations and war debts. But the 
United States refused to attend. 

However, after the  reparatious 
agreement was reached the powers 
represented at lLausanne _ initiated 
plans for a world monetary and eco- 
nomie conference in which the United 
States has agreed to participate on 
condition that war debts and tariff 
schedules are not to be on the agenda. 

This conference will be held in 
London, probably early next. year, al- 
though the exact date has not been 
fixed. Its chief purposes are to de- 
vise plans to improve world prices of 
commodities, stabilize currencies, im- 
prove the price of silver and stimu- 
late trade by improvement of tariff 
administration. 

Premier Ramsay MacDonald recent- 
ly urged that this conference he held 
at the earliest possible date. He even 
suggested that it be convened before 
Christmas, as he said world trade is 
in such a state that delay is danger- 
ous. 

However, the experts at Geneva en- 
trusted with arranging for the confer- 
ence have adjourned their sessions and 
do not expect to resume their work 
until January, so it seems improbable 
that the conference will be called be- 
fore February. Its agenda is still un- 
announced.

Texts of French and British Debt Notes to United States 


WASHINGTON, Nov.’ 13.—()— 
The French and British notes to the 
American government on the war 
debt question follow in full text: 

“British Embassy. 
Washington. D. C., 
November 10. 1932. 
“The Honourable Henry L. Stimson, 
“Secretary of State of the United 
States, . 
“Washington, D. C. 
“Sir: 

“It will be remembered that on 
June 22, 1931, his majesty’s gov- 
ernment in the United Kingdom sub- 
seribed wholeheartedly to the prin- 
ciple of the proposal made by the 
president of. the United States on 
the preceding day for the postpone- 
ment during one year of all pay- 
ments on intergovernmental debts. 
The object of this proposal, as stated 
at the time, was to relieve the pres- 
sure of the difficulties resulting from 
the fall in prices and lack of con- 
fidence in economic and political sta- 
bility, and to assist in the re-estab- 
lishment of confidence. 

“2. The hopes which were early 
raised by the president’s initiative 
have unfortunately not real- 
ized,-and the economie troubles which 
it was designed to alleviate have not 
come to an end. Indeed in October 
of last year, the. communique pub- 
lished at Washington’ on the occa- 
sion of Monsieur Laval’s visit al- 
ready recognized that ‘prior to the 
expiration of the Hoover year some 
agreement on intergovernmental ob- 
ligations may be necessary covering 
the period of the business depression. 
The initiative in this matter should 
be taken early by the European pow- 
ers principally concerned within the 
framework of the agreements exist- 
ing prior to July 15. 1931.’ Today 
many thoughtful men throughout the 
world are convinced that if the de- 
pression is to be overcome, further 
remedial measures must be sought. 

ULTIMATE TERMINATION 
OF PAYMENTS IS AIM. 

“3. It was in accordance with the 
recommendations quoted above that 
in June last the European creditor 
powers met at Lausanne to agree

“By a sensible readjustment of 
these agreements which would stimu- 
late a revival of business, the Amer- 
ican people would stand to gain far 
more in dollars and cents through .a 
revival of trade with Europe than they 
would gain in an attempt to collect 
the last dollar.” 

The report’s three recommendations 
are: 

“1. That the elected representatives 
of the American people recognize this 
vital and delicate problem as a non- 
partisan issue to settled strictly 
n its merits in the best interests of 
the United States; 

“2. That congress authorize, by the 
recreation of the World War foreign 
debt commission or otherwise, such re- 
consideration and readjustment of the 
debt-funding agreements as would best 
advance the jnterests of American 
trade and promote American pros- 
perity : 

“3. That congress extend the mora- 
torium for a sufficient period to give 
time for these negotiations.” 

Research Needed. 

Sloan said of the report, which will 
be presented .to the 700 members of 
the committee :

Roosevelt May Seek 
Aid of Owen D. Young 

ALBANY, N. Y., Nov. 13.— 
(UP)—Owen D. Young, one of the 
nation’s leading financiers, and the 
formulator of the Young Plan on 
German reparations, may be called 
upon in an advisory. capacity by 
President-elect Roosevelt if he ac- 
cepts the invitation of President 
Hoover to a conference on.

GEORGE CALLS ON 
HOOVER 10 SAVE 


Says President Now Has 
Ample Authority To Cut 
Government Costs. 


Senator Walter F. George, of Geor- 
gia, issued a statement here Sunday 
saying that substantial savings and 
progress toward reorganizing the fed- 
eral governmental machinery will be 
made within 60 days after congress 
convenes in December if President 
Hoover will vigorously exercise pow- 
ers given him by the economy Dill. 


The ranking democratic senator of 
the joint committee on economy in 
veterans’ affairs created by the last 
session of congress, was en route to 
Washington. He said the committee 
will take up its work early this week. 


“The way to real economy in fed- 
eral expenditures is pointed out in 
a bill prepared and introduced by me 
at the last congress and now embodied 
literally in the economy bill, giving to 
the president power to merge, consoli- 
date and abolish outright all executive 
agencies, boards, bureaus and com- 
missions,” Senator George said. 

“Many of these agencies overlap: 
many of them are useless and are 
sources of vexation and annoyance to 
legitimate business. All of them are 
expensive. 

“If the president will vigorously 
exercise the powers, often recommend- 
ed by him and now conferred upon 


| him, we will begin substantial savings 


,and make worthwhile progress to- 
|wards needed reorganization of fed- 
eral governmental machinery within 
60 days after the December session 
opens. 

He said that under the terms of the 
pill, all recommendations of the presi- 
dent must be approved or rejected 
within 60 days. 

"The senator said the senate could 
hope to do little in the way of con- 
structive economic relief measures un- 
til after March 4 when the democratic 
majority elected on November 8 will 
reorganize the senate. 

“The short session will have its 
hands full to dispose of matters now 
on the calendars and already given 
right of way. and to get out the 
necessary supply and appropriation 
bills. We will not have a democratic 
senate until March 4, next, and can 
hope to do little in the way of con- 
structive economic relief measures 
until after March 4,” he declared. 

“Thkereafter, power and responsi- 
bility will be united and democrats 
will have and should seek no alibi.” 

He said certain savings undoubted- 
ly would be recommended by the com- 
mittee on economy in reterans’ af- 
fairs.

BRITISH DESCRIBE 
~ MOVE AS URGENT 


Debt Proposal Termed 
Businesslike in Interest 
of Whole World. 


LONDON, Nov. 13.—(#)—The 
British proposal for suspension of 
British war debt payments due to the 
United States on December 15, made 
public in Washington was described 
by government officials tonight as a 
business-like move in the interests of 
the whole world. 

The British government considered 
that an announcement that Britain 
has started negotiations with the 
_ United States for final settlement of 
|war debts and that, until these nego- 
| tiations are concluded, no further pay- 
iments will be made would have the 
salutary effect of stabilizing world 
|confidence and promoting recovery of 
| trade. 
| While taking this world viewpoint, 
British sources were emphatic in pro- 
fessing that no united front has been 


formed by European debtor nations 
for pressing the war debts issue with 
the United States. 


It was admitted that Britain will 
keep close touch with other debtor na- 
tions but that the movement of pre- 
senting Its note to Washington was 
guided entirely by the American po- 
litical situation. Without desiring to 
raise a question which might have 
been made a campaign issue, it was 
said in British circles that the gov- 
ernment waited until the election was 
over and then made its overture at 
the earliest possible moment. It was 
assumed in London that the French 
cook the same view. 


“Quick Action Needed.” 


The note was presented without 
waiting President Hoover's return to 
the capital, it was said, because with 
only five weeks before payment was 
due, quick action was needed, partic- 
ech 2 if congress needed to prepare 
for the question before meeting in De- 
cember. 


In government quarters there seem- 
ed ljttle doubt that the British pro- 
posals would be © accepted. The view 
was expressed that such action was 
desired as creditor powers took at the 
begirning of the Lausanne reparations 
conference, so negotiations for final 
settlement of the whole debts problem 
could be carried on in an atmosphere 
of “cool detachment.” 

It was not expected that a formal 
debt conference would be convened in 
Washington, but that the United 
States would negotiate with individual 
debtor countries. No plans have been 
made for Neville Chamberlain, chan- 
cellor of the exchequer, to go to the 
United States on such a mission, but 
he would be available as was Stanley 
Baldwin, lord president of the coun- 
cil, for the original funding neg-tia- 
tion. 

The official view was taken that 
Britain’s note and any negotiations 
arising therefrom were not expected 
to affect in any way the forthcoming 
world economic conference, at which 
the United States does not desire the 
debts to be discussed. The London 
view is that the debt negotiations at 
Washington and the economic confer- 
ence in London could proceed concur- 
rently. 

World Conditions Stressed. 

In making known the British view 
of the debt situation, the government 
laid stress on the world standpoint 
‘and took the view -that first sensa- 
| tions of relief and recovery from the 
'depression are being felt and would 
ibe encouraged. 

It was pointed out that world 
trade is less than half of that of 1929 
and that national income of many 
countries has been reduced bv half. 
World unemployed totaled 25.000,000 
nersons, it was estimated. and in the 

face of this situation the British 
‘move for final disposal of the war 
debt problem was viewed as an ef- 
fort to further the well-being of the 
world as a whole. 

Views of British Press. 

The view of the press today was 
that the postponement proposal should 
“commend itself to United States 
public opinion,” and that speedy an- 
nouncement that Anglo-American ne- 
gotiations had commenced. with pay- 
'ments suspended meanwhile, would 
“have a powerful effect in confirming 
and stabilizing confidence and pro- 
moting trade recovery, which seems 
‘finally to have begun.” 

The Daily Mail said editorially: _ 

“The thinking people of America 
/will recognize that Britain has done 
‘its utmost to fulfill her undertakings.

THE FIANNA FAIL OBJECTIVE. 

Out of the maze of contradic- 
tory reports, confusing propaganda 
and political maneuvering and jock- 
eying in Ireland, it is becoming 
apparent that the real objective of. 
President De Valera and his fianna 
fail party is to entirely divorce the 
country from England and set up a 
socialist republic on Christian foun- 
dations. 

It is now felt that De Valera, 
rather than avoiding the struggle 
over the land annuities and the 
oath of allegiance to his Britannic 
majesty, welcomed it as an excuse 
to forward the “economic revolu- 
tion’ through which he hopes to 
make the Free State completely in- 
dependent in the economic sphere 
as well as self-sufficient and self- 
contained in every respect. 

The fianna fail and its laborite 
allies have proposed a program 
seeking to “place control in the 
hands of the city proletariat and 


say, the workers and peasants would 
have the means of production, dis- 
tribution, commerce and barter in 
their own hands. This program 
differs not materially, in theory at 
least, from that of the bolshevists 
in Russia. 

That the proposed threat of 
“Christian sovietism” is far from 
being an idle dream is indicated by 
the grave view of the situation 
taken by the wealthier classes. So 
acute is the danger of possible ef- 
forts at wholesale confiscation of 
property or nationalization of banks, 
land and factories, that a ‘white 
army” has been organized and fully 
armed and equipped to resist any 
attempt at the application of the 
theories which began as fantasies in 
the mind of Mr. De Valera but are 
not conceded to be an actual and 
imminent threat. 

The white army is under com- 
mand of Colonel O'Higgins, a mem- 
ber of parliament under the Cos- 
grave regime. Against it, in the 
event of a clash, would be the 
Irish republican army, made up 
of irreconcilable republicans, which 
is arming and drilling openiy. 

It would appear that far from 
being settled, the situation in Ire- 
land is fast approaching another 
dramatic climax. While there are 
those who expect that De Valera 
may back down at the last moment 
frot) his drastic program, the arm- 
ing, counter-arming and - drilling 
everywhere indicate that there is 
no doubt, in the mipds of most of 
the people, as to his intentions. 

Already minor clashes between 
the white army and the 1. R. A. 
occur periodically and, unless all 
signs fail, these clashes are but a 
prelude to bigger events to come. 
What the result will be is obvious. 
The British will sit by until the 
Irish exhaust themselves and then

THE RED CROSS ROLL CALL. 

Atlanta and Georgia have never 
failed to respond liberally to the an- 
nual appeal for membership of the 
Red Cross. This year’s drive, which 
was started last week and will con- 
tinue until November 24, must re- 
¢Ceive the same response. 

The goal set for Georgia is 
eighty thousand members—a mod- 
erate one, since more than $84,000 
has been spent in this state by the 
Red Cross in direct rehabilitation 
and relief work. 

During the depression the calls 
upon the Red Cross have steadily 
increased until no organization is 
being called on to carry a greater 
burden in the care of the destitute 
in every state in the Union. 

Georgia has had many outstanding 
instances of the vital rescue work 
of the Red Cross in times of calam- 
ity. Where these catastrophes will 
occur next year cannot be foretold, 
but that they will occur is certain. 
Somé of them may visit Georgia and 
our contributions to the Red Cross 
will be returned manifold. If we 
are spared and they occur else- 
where, this state must be responsi- 
ble for its proper share of the relief 
carried to our fellow” citizens in 
other states. 

The Red Cross is the “greatest 
mother of all.” Every citizen has 
the responsibility of doing his or 
her part toward making it possible 
for her merciful and tender care to 
be extended to all those who suffer. 


RAILROAD LOSSES GROW. 

A net loss of $173,892,000 dur- 
ing the first eight months of the 
current year by the class 1 rail- 
roads of the country is shown in 
a tabulation of selected income and 
balance-sheet items issued by the 
interstate commerce commission. 
The same period during 1931 
showed a net income of $68.- 
771,000. 

From January through August, 
1931, the operating income of 
these roads came to $355,294,000. 
For the same period this year it 
reached only $153,491,000. 

No business or industry could 
withstand. such a terrific loss of 
revenue without going under. 
Especially is this true of the rail- 
roads, handicapped and hog-tied as 
they are by restrictions and regu- 
lations enacted at a time when their 
overwhelming prosperity was a 
threat to the economic stability of 
the country. 

Sentiment in the national capital 
on the railroad situation is reflect- 
ed in a recent editorial in the 
Washington Post, in which this 
newspaper takes the position 
that— 


Tinkering with the transportation 
act will not bring about satisfactory 
results. Old theories of rate-making 
and competition must be brushed 
aside in view of changed conditions. 
This does not mean, of*course, that 
the rail carriers should be plunged 
into an entirely new situation. Ac- 
tual changes will doubtless come 
about gradually. Congress will hard- 
ly revolutionize railway legislation in 
a single act. But an objective shout 
be set up toward which all changes 
will contribute. In pointing the way 
to that objective the railroad stabili- 
zation committee has a wonderful ob- 
portunity for service.

“This church is always open for 
prayer and méditation.” 

So read a sign on an Anglican 
church in Salisbury which I visited

thought and still think when signs of 
that kind have to be put up on 
churches. It ought to go without 
saying that a church is always open. 
No such signs are needed in southern 
Europe. People. would be surprised 
if they ever found a church closed. 


Of course, I readily admit many 
churches in northern couttries can 
be kept shut forever, as far as I am 
concerned. Their interiors invite 
neither to prayer nor meditation, nor 
anything else. Tombs they are—chilly, 
uncomfortable, mournful tombs. I 
cannot speak for others, of course, but 
this has been my impression and I 
must confess that I have been an 
ardent seeker for that serene atmos- 
phere which predisposes a man to med- 
itation. There are not many churches 
in France, Spain, Belgium, Italy, 
Germany. UWungary, Holland, etc.,

It may be the fact that I was born 
in the shadow, as it were, of one of the 
most mystic cathedrals of Europe that 
I have always felt an urge to explore 
churches in all the countries I tra- 
versed, but I have never regretted this 
curiosity. 

Ah, that day I discovered the Church 
of St. Julian the Poor, in a back street 
of Paris. Built in the sixth century, 
hidden behind tumbledown houses: 
what a happiness! Few Parisians even 
know it. Dante used to sleep in the 
churchyard when he had no money. 
It isn’t a stone’s throw from Notre 
Dame, by the way. And later, that 
other little chapel where the early 
Christians worshiped behind the 
Square of the Bocea del Verita in 
Rome. Mouth of Truth, another gem. 

The other day I walked through 
Scheveningen in Holland, and passed 
one of those new-style churches, bare, 
austere, with a tower of red brick. 
Must look inside, I thought, if only 
for a minute. I stayed an hour. Mar- 
velous! I never saw such an interior. 
Soft light. twilight almost, and fat 
away in the distance a statue bathed 
in an iridescent glow. The roar of 
street traffic was shut out completely. 
Idyllic and tranquil and restful. Here 
was no sign required to invite to medi- 
tation. Everything pressed you to 
sit down and let the world go by in 
a méntal procession. The same town, 
a suburb of The Hague, has many 
cathedrals, glorious buildings. They 
are always closed, except on Sundays. 
This chapel was open. While I sat 
there the organist came to practice— 
the “Largo” of Haendel. Almost too 
good to be true. 

No wonder, I thought, that ‘Cathol- 
icism is making rapid headway in 
that cold Calvinist country of Hol- 
land when it has such serene retreats. 
That hour suffused me with a new 
life. -I wouldn’t have missed it for 
anything.

ARE YOU A CRAPULENT 
SMOKER? 


The temperate use of tobacco by 
adults is not injurious to health, in 
my opinion. Even casual indulgence 
by children, that is, persons who have 
not yet attained adult development, 
is injurious, and habitual use of to- 
bacco is certain to ruin the physical 
and mental health of any child. In 
a talk on “Effects of Tobacco on 
Health” recently we gave a fair con- 
sensus of medical opinion on the path- 
ological consequences of crapulence. 


Today we appeal to the good sense 
of the tobacco addict. . 

There are four or maybe six good 
reasons why you should not permit 
yourself to be a slave to the habit: 

1. It is certain to impair your 
health and efficiency. 

2. It is a shameful waste of good 
money. or money that ought to be put 
to a good purpose. 

3. It is demoralizing to your own 
self respect. 

4. It takes the joy and solace out of 
smoking. 

5. It is offensive and disgusting to 
everybody around you, even many who 
use tobacco. 

6. Your addietion or weakness gives 
pain or sorrow to some one who loves 
you. 

Observe some 12-year-old boy 
“showing off” to other children by 
smoking. Some 30,000,000 adults in

Leaders See Democratic Party 
Long in Power by Victories 


BY GLADSTONE WILLIAMS. 

- WASHINGTON, Nov. 13.—In €s- 
timating the scope of the reeent 
democratic victory many keen stu- 
dents of political history see in the 
present situation an opportunity for 
the party to continue itself in power 
for an indefinite period, extending far 
beyond a Roosevelt second term. 

It is generally conceded that, be- 
ginning March 4, when the new ad- 
ministration comes in, the party will 
occupy one of the “ost advantageous 
positions either major political group 
has held in history. A simple recital 
of the majority by which democrats 
will control both houses of congress 
tells the tale eloquently. In the low- 
er house, it appears, the democrats 
will have a tremendous .majority of 
200, an unprecedented figure never 
attained by either party before. And 
in the senate the majority of 22 is 
hardly less impressive. 

As a matter of fact the senate ma- 
jority is more significant than that 
in the house, because it means that 
regardless of how far back the po- 
litical pendulum swings two and four 
years hence it will be practically im- 
possible for the republicans to regain 
control, Thus, it appears virtually 
certain that the democrats are des- 
tined to remain in control of at least 
one branch of congress for six years, 
due to the six-year term of senators 
and the constitutional provision call- 
ing for the election of only a third 
of the membership every two years. 

G. 0. P. Destroyed. 

In visualizing such rosy prospects 
for the democrats, it is not necessary 
to say that the republican party has 
been destroyed by the disastrous te- 
feat it suffered “at the polls on No- 
vember 8. Many republicans and 
some democrats said that about the 
democratic party after the overwhelm- 
ing rout its presidential ticket experi- 
enced four years ago. : 

The democratic advantage offering 
the basis for such brilliant prospects 
may be said to be fourfold: 

First, President-elect Roosevelt will 
take over the reins of the federal gov- 
ernment with the greatest backing 
any party has had in congress, meas- 
ured in the tremendous house and 
senate majorities. This will enable 
him to put through any program with- 
out fear of being overriden. a 

Second, there are no serious schisms 
in the democratic ranks to bring 


lieve pentup or repressed emotions, 
to absorb the unnatural stimuli of our 
artificial mode of life. Too many re- 
sort to. tobacco to subdue or dull this 
healthy craving for doing things. To- 
bacco becomes a substitute for exer- 
cise. This not so bad for the old 
folks but it is disastrous for young 
ones. 

I repeat, anyone who smokes will 
derive infinitely more enjoyment out 
of it if he keeps control of the habit 
than he possibly can get if he becomes 
a slave to the habit. I know that this 
is so, not alone from personal expe- 
rience but from the testimony of hun- 
dreds of former crapulent smokers 
who have been weaned to temperance 
and self respect. 

It seems to me that girls and wom- 
en who smoke are more likely to carr 
the thing to excess and hence to suf- 
fer pathological consequences than are 
men. Not that women are “weaker” 
in any way. But perhaps they have 
less opportunity to do things than 
have men. Physical activity is a great 
balance wheel for the human machine. 
Women who smoke usually do not re- 
quire spittoons at their elbow as do too 
many male tobacco hogs, but doesn’t 
the tobacco dull the finer perceptions 
of the feminine addict? Doesn’t it 
make her a little less thoughtful or 
considerate, a little less dainty and 
cleanly in her habits? 

I have no cure for the tobacco hab- 
it, but I am glad to send advice to 
any reader who tells me he or she 
has the habit, and to what extent. In- 
clase a stamped envelope bearing your 
address when asking for this. 
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about defections on important policies 
such as that between the old guard 
and the progressives among the re- 
publicans.

Third, aside from any legislative 
program the new democratic president 
may advance for ending the economic 
disturbance it may be reasonably ex- 
pected that the business tide will turn 
during the next four years. Obviously 
he will be able to claim credit in 
large part, if not entirely, for such 
prosperity as is then enjoyed over 
the country. 

Fourth, the democrats by having 
elected governors of 39 of the 48 
states will be able to fortify them- 
selves on the practical side of politics 
by building up effective organizations 
to function in national elections. The 
redistribution of federal patronage in 
the various states will greatly aid 
these democratic chief executives to 
hold their commonwealths in the dem- 
ocratic column. 


To view the situation from the 
plight of the republicans, they (the 
G. O. P.) today find “themselves de- 
prived of the presidency, with their 
representation in the house and sen- 
ate reduced to the vanishing point and 
with the important political orguniza- 
tion that goes with the governorship 
of every state lost to the democrats 
in 39 states. It ig with such a small 
neucleus that the G. O. P. has to re- 
build its hopes, 


G. 0. P. Leaders Beaten. 


Actually, the situation is even worse 
for the republicans than that indicated 
on the surface. The landslide of votes 
that overwhelmed Mr. Hoover and re- 
turned such large democratic majori- 
ties in congress proved to be no re- 
spector of persons. Many of the most 
powerful republican figures in both 
houses went down to defeat, necessi- 
tating a new alignment almost entire- 
ly. The effect of this loss of leader- 
ship will be manifest. The small re- 
publican group in both chambers de- 
prived of their older heads, will be 
at a disadvantage in coping with the 
democrats, all of whose leading fig- 
ures will be back on hand. 


Take the senate for example. No 
less than five*old guard leaders fell 
by the way—Senator James E. Wat- 
son, of Indiana, the majority leader; 
Senator George Moses, of New Hamp- 
shire, the republican whip; Senator 
Wesley L. Jones, of Washington, head 
of the appropriations committee; Sen- 
ator Reed Smoot, of Utah, finance 
committee chairman and high priest 
of protection, and Senator Hiram 
Bingham, of Connecticutt. 

In the house the rout of republican 
leaders was almost as bad. To start 
with Representative J. Q. Tilson, of 
Connecticut, declined to offer for re- 
election. He is the former republican 
majority leader. Representative Haw- 
ley, of Oregon, co-author of the 
Smoot-Hawley tariff bill, went down 
to defeat, as did Representative Hau- 
gen, of Iowa, former head of the agri- 
cultural committee. Minority Leader 
Snell, of New York, was one of the 
few to escape. 

Under the circumstances it would 
seem that the democrats have the way 
open for them to come back into con- 
trol of the federal government for a 
long period of years if they only be- 
have themselves. —

HITLER’S PARTY WINS 


3 NEW ELECTIONS 


BERLIN, Nov. 13.—(P?)—Adolf 
Hitler’s nazi party captured three 
communal elections today, in, Saxony, 
Luebeck and the Saar. 

Apparently undaunted by last Sun- 
day’s unfavorable reichstag election, 
the nazis showed great strength. In 
all three of today’s eléctions they in- 
creased their representatives by large 
majorities. 

In Leipzig, the Hitlerites captured 
18 seats in the commune as compared 
with three in the last elections held 
in 1929. In Dresden, they won 22 
seats as compared with four in 1929, 
and in six other Saxon towns the re- 
sults wefe similar. 

In the Luebeck house of burgesses, 
the nazis increased their seats to 27 
from 6. While the social-democrat 
party lost all along the line, it still 
holds the upper hand in Luebeck. 

The nazis won eight seats in Saar- 
brucken. They had but one from 
1929 to today, but 60 per cent of 
the voters went to the polls in the 
Saar.

Democratic Victory Checks 
Move for Liberal Third Party 


BY CECIL DOUGLASS. 

CHICAGO, Nov. 13—(#)—The 
sweeping democratic victory last 
Tuesday among other consequences 
has given a body blow to plans for 
the immediate creation of a ney lib- 
eral party. 

But the blueprints will be resur- 
rected next spring, Professor Paul H. 
Douglas, University of Chicago pro- 
fessor, said today. 

Douglas, a leader in liberal move- 
ments, was chairman of the “commit- 
tee of 100,000” which supported Nor- 
man Thomas, socialist candidate for 
president-in the election. Before the 
campaign closed he declared that a 
new party, liberal in ideals, was 
needed in America to replace the 
democratic party. Its nucleus, he 
said at the time, might come from 
the present socialist and farm-labor 
parties. “* 

Viewing the election in retrospect, 
the university professor, today, how- 
ever, said: 

“Their is no present prospect for 
the strong third party. President-elect 
Roosevelt will play ball with the 
progressives.” 


In his pre-election statement, Doug- 
las had suggested “men like Roose 
velt and Gifford Pinchot” as possible 
leaders of the third party and ex- 
— hope for progressive support 
or it. 

“The democrats have been given 
the power,” he continued. “And they 
may wield it for sometime without 
their inherent differences becoming 
apparent. 

“The democrats are an incoherent 
group. Full of contradictory ele- 
‘ments, There is the division of north 
and south and there is also the ap- 
}peal the party makes to opposing 
elasses, the rich and the poor, setting 
itself up to each as the party that 
will defend them from the other. It 
can not last. But it takes time for 
these internal disharmonies to bring 
downfall.” 

The endeavor to launch a third 
party free from the objections which 
prejudice many against the socialist 
organization will continue, Professor 
Douglas said. He expects a'big get- 
together of liberals to be arranged by 
the early spring, when and where as 


yet undecided.

Are G. O. P. Choices—Butler 


NEW YORK, Nov. 13.—(/)—Un- 
less the republican party is reorgan- 
ized under constructive and courageous 
leadership, Dr. Nicholas Murray But- 
ler said today, it will soon pass out 


of existence and be replaced by a 
“truly liberal party.” 

Declaring the hope of the republic- 
an party of tomorrow lies in its youth, 
the president of Columbia University 
said if the younger members will “ex- 
ert themselves to seek and to produce 
constructive, forward-facing and lib- 
eral leadership, the party, despite its 
overwhelming defeat, may be quickly 
reorganized and given new strength 
and new spirit for another generation 
of public service.” 

“If something of this sort cannot 
be done,” he t¢ontinued, “then the re- 
publican party will have gone the way 
of the whig party, and will soon pass 
out of existence because of its inca- 
pacity to face the future with under- 
standing and with courage. Should 
that come to pass, then a new and 
truly liberal party will quickly be 
born, composed of the very best ele- 
ments of the republican and democrat 
parties.” 

Ontlines Program. 

In his formal statement Dr. Butler 
outlined a program which he said a 
“regenerated republican party. or, if 
necessary, a new liberal party,’ must 
adopt. Budgets must be balanced, he 
said, “and not merely talked abont or 
lamented ;” tariff walls must be torn 
down, quotas removed and intergoy- 
ernmental war debts must be read-

All that they do is to qualify as a 
member of an international and co- 
operative economic organization, the 
outgrowth of modern industrial con- 
ditions and of newly discovered means 
of communication, the object of which 
will be to bring prosperity to each 
and all, and to assure its continuance 
so far as that is humanly possible un- 
der the operation of established eco- 
nomic law.” 

Dr. Butler disclosed that a “group 
of the ablest and most disinterested 
men” in the party met at a private 
conference more than a year ago and 
agreed upon the positions he stated. 

Reached Defeat Point. 

“It was the belief of every member 
of the group,” he said, “tha* certain 
party defeat in November, 1932, 
‘stared them all in the face, but 
ithat nothing could be cone to avert 
it and nothing to improve the partys 
future position until that defeat had 
taken place and been recorded. It is 
that point which we have now 
reached.” 

Declaring last Tuesday's balloting 
represented an “overwhelming anti- 
vote and only in relatively small de 
gree a pro-vote,”” Dr. Butler said: 
| “The simple fact is that since the 
summer of 1919 the republican party, 
‘as represented by the vast majority 
of its officeholders at Washington, 
‘has been moving steadily toward iIn- 
'tellectual, moral and political bank- 
-ruptey. It has managed to get on the 
wrong side of every important ques- 
tion which confronts the anxious 
American people.”

Bankers, Merchants, In- 

surance Firms, Farm 
Agents, Farmers Pool 
Efforts. 


BY A. D. STEFFERUD. 

DES MOINES, Iowa, Nov. 13.— 
(P)—Many who have worried for 
months about farm mortgage foreclo- 
sures conclude that it’s best for farm- 
ers to help themselves with the aid 
of their neighbors. 

There have been numerous confer- 
ences here, and much study has been 
put into the problem of keeping farm- 
ers on their properties if they cannot 
pay past due debts. Now financial 
and agricultural leaders say they have 
a practicable plan. 

It provides that in each Iowa coun- 
ty there will be established a council 
of bankers, insurance men, farmers. 
county agents and others, who wil 
hear the problems of every distressed 
farmer and seek a solution for each 
case. 

“There is no question,” said Charles 
E. Mearst, president of the Iowa Farm 
Bureau Federation, “that if the pub- 
lic-spirited, fair-minded men are se- 
le¢ted in each county to assist in mak- 
ing plans to permit the present land- 
owner to continue on his farm until 
conditions improve, mortgage  fore- 
closures will cease to a large extent 
in Iowa. 

“While it may be true that some 
farmers are so heavily involved that 
it would be better for them to turn 
over their holdings and make a new 
start .there are thousands of others 
who, if given the opportunity through 
liberalization of the policies of loan- 
ing companies, may have a reasonable 
assurance of going forward and re- 
maining on their farms until price 
trends improve.” 

The county agricultural councils are 
expected by proponents of the plan 
to start functioning in two or three 
weeks. Before them will appear farm- 
ers who need help. The status of 
each will be investigated. Those whom 
the council members feel are reliable 
afid worthy of a “second chance” are 
promised help so they will not have 
to give up.their farms.

Only Few of Meteors 


Seen by Astronomers 


SAN JOSE, Cal., Nov. 13.—(#) 
Only one or two of the vanguard of 
leonid meteors due in the eastern 
sky now on their thrice-a-century 
visit, were detected by Lick observa- 
tor astronomers early today, accord- 
ing to Dr. Robert G. Aitken, direc- 
tor. 

“It’s a bit early to expect the 
main shower,” Dr. Aitken = said. 
“We may encounter it tomorrow 
morning, Tuesday morning, or pos- 
sibly the following morning.” 

Amateur observers _ interested 
should look high in the eastern sky 
toward the sickle-shaped constella- 
tion Leo. Dr. Aitken suggests, be- 
tween the hours of 3 a. m. and 5 
a. m. in the morning. The full 
moon, he said, makes it unlikely 
that other than the largest of the 
meteor swarm will be visible.

CAMAGUEY, Cuba, Nov. 13.—(?)
